I T has been said that Doctor Who is 
currently unctergoing sornetliing of a 
renaissance: a re-birlh. In the 
programme celebrated twenty-five 
years of its cKisl[;^Lll:^ tme hundred and 
Qfty-one stories, soitw six hundred and 
eighty-cnc episodes; looked at another 
way an inci^ible ainount of television 
drama. So why now, following ife twen- 
ty-fifth season, should Doctor Who be 
experiencing such a marked turnaround 
from what It once was? Up to and for the 
most part including 19S7, Sydney 
Newman's inspiratioiml crealion had for 
some years been disappointing, L^t yoar 

il wasn’t, 

Tlie change was not as sudden as it ap- 
peared, iJeason Twenty-Kour was admit- 
tedly a very transitional period all aroimd, 
for botli cost and crew alike, Tlit 19S7 
stories had indicated Doctor Who's 
direelLt]T^^ yci amcmg the riushcM iif bril- 
liance and truly unforgettable moments 
were scenes of high camp which made 
you want to hang j-our head against a wall. 
At times, after twenty-three yeats of 
producing quality Doctor Who, the mis- 
takes and the successes were apparently 
ignored. 

I Brave New Era 

The programme’s mciN-t recent and 
brave new era began when Colin Baker 


left the title rdle at the end of 1986. It was 
unrortanutc nnd it was messy, and die 
conception of tht next season was there- 
fore turbulent- t.)ther behind- the ‘■scene.? 
setbacks did not case the situation. Eaflkr 
Robeii RolnieSt perliaps the finest script- 
writer the programme has ever bad, died 

before finishing the final Iwo episodes, of 
77ie TrM of a Jime Lord, Shortly after- 


wants Script editor Brie Suwurd resigned 
from the show tsiking his version of the 
last e pisode of Trial with him. However^ 
from such regre liable happenings fol- 
lowed Q number of Important, forced ap- 
pointments to the regular team under 
Producer John Nathan-Turncr, 

Still going Jittong al the liead of Doctor 
Who's empire, Nathan-Tumer found in 
Andrew GarLmel a young, gifted writer 
and someone to scrlpt-edit his 
programme. In this man was new bloody 
new ideas and whir, still not knowing who 
the Doc tor would be, stalled assembling 
and seeking out new writers for the years 
(c come. Still lacking his Jeadingman, ttie 
Producer journeyed to the National 
Theatre and experienced Sylvester 
McCciy In Tlie. P'lEd Pipar. He needed to 
look no further and a couple of interviews 
later, a ample of alternate iiClois screen- 
tested to be abFjolulety sure, McCoy 
emerged ibe proud owner of a three yeat 
contract to play The Doctor. The choice 
was inspired. McCoy was ar kimiable, 
cnchnnling, funny man who had bluffed 
Ills way through auditions with big ideas 
of how be wanted to piay the rOle. A bit 
of this, a bit of that Jhc had claimed al the 
il me. Later lie admitted this was pure im- 
agination on his part to sectire the job. 
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TTie British Press Gather to photograph the latest person to play The Doctor 
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When he eventually began worl^ the Scot 
was playing blind with (iirii Led kncwledge 
Ilf the progmmme - the past and future Of 
which was very much in his h^irtbi. 

ChiiHKing Ihc Dim; lor liod taken timer 
Fulu scripLs had been hurriedly devised 
with no p^icular actor in mind, Pip and 
Jane Ralttr were selected by John Nathan- 
Tumer to open the season, and Time at}d 
the Efftii was the rutulL With awometiitiei 
conf using script, Andrew Morgan harrd- 
led Ills first Doctor Who with dlstlnctloti. 
And, despite having to wear another 
man^s eostume b>r must of the first 
episode, Sylvester did settle down into a 
distinctive style of his r>wn. ' 

Melanie, tine of the few cross-overs 
from Colin Baker’s last season, was there 
by the Doctor's aide, but one suspects that 
even she wished she wasn't, Bennie 
Langford was a very capable, likeable 
yi}ung actress, but the diameter was so 
weak it could never liave been a credible 
asset. Perhaps the actress felt the problem 
ax aeuLnly as unyune because come the 
final story her decision to depart was not 
totally unexpected. 

TIte aeasoii differed niFirkedly fmm its 
^uredecessois. So many clianges w'ere ob- 
vious In the style and presentattonof each 
story and ever the etimputer- genemted 
title sequence was new. New writers 
punched life info the sertus; whu uan deny 
the originality of Muleolm Kuhl I ’s Delta 
anti ikt: Btinficrmeft and the zest Of 
Stephen Wyatt’s Pfiraili^ To^v;rx7 Syl- 
vester McCoy found his way half way 
through the year and then, to his credit, 
proeuedud t{> do his dnmndesL to tail or and 
adapt what was left to hia own unique 
new-found methods. Come the predict- 
ably popular iTragonffre^ complimented 
by the Nparkle of incoming companion 
Ace, (he man positively shone, liven the 
trausiTussioiL plating was ovcicomie . Op- 
piisitc TTV's muHt popular soa]> opera 
Coi-onation Street, the ratings held 
surprisingly well. The public at large liked 
some of what they saw and even before 
the season bad finished its run, it was an- 
nounced tliat the BBC was to produce 
another ftiurleen epi.sndeK. >n 19SS. The 
scene was set for the chaDce to capitalise 
on the search made by the 1987 sca&on. 

loaleks and Cybermen 

Andrew Cattmcl had his next four 
writers already nurtured fo assume their 
place in one of the most crilical line-ups 
in the programine's hlstoty. ihere was 
celebration in the air. Returning cneiuies, 
Daleks and L^yhcrmen, were nssured and 
the u'^ual gaggle of guest artists likely.

Who began recording In April of last year 
with H mHmmolh fieri pL from newcomer 
Ben Aaronovltch, Remembtaffce of r.he 
iMleks was Tniire of a fit Ling anniversary 
tribute than one could have hoped fbr. It 
was set soon after the Ilartccl] Deetor lefi 
a 1963 Earth with his granddaughter 
Susan. The Qial Hill School location may 
have been re- cast but the setting was the 
same. It was a story’ full of those damning 
puKt rererences which baffle so many and 
HnLiKfy few, a contrihuting factor to tlie 
partial decline of the show in the eyes of 
the public during most of the current 
decade. However, just tMs once they 
didn't seem to interfere because the plcL 


was strong and could contain fhem. 
Although Andrew Morgan, back for his 
second consecutive ycar:is the Director of 
the {>pening story, had to simplify the long 
actirTn/Hd venture scenes it was extremely 
well researched- The episodes were full of 
explosions, Daleks, spaceships, spec- 
tacular stunts and Just about c’very thing 
else that was ptTssihlc and Impossible. The 
Doctor seized control of his future and 
cominualiy exhibited the so-often stifled 
dark and light sides of his Tnulii-laycred 
character. Ills unpredictability was to 
continue throughout the season and of- 
fered the vlew^er one of Uie mml subHiiiii- 
tial Doctors seen for some time* This was 
a Dwtor eapeihle of remarkably witty and 
comic moments during desperately 
serious encounters but, roriufialely, would 
turn mean when it ledlly mattered.

The Dalek cpixinlcji opened the season 
willi the latest cocniianinii Sophie Aldretl 
as Ace already a favourite and established 
character. Tt seemed as if the girl had been 
willi the Doctor for longer. Since her Hr^l 
appearance she had endeared herself to an 
unusually ejtibraeing Duetur Who 
doiti Ijy guesting al nLiTnen>us conven- 
tions and giving herself over to various 
interviews. Unlike Mel, here was a 
believable, cocky modem girl of London 
origin with whom the viewer had at least 
a chance to associate. She had that special 
relntionship and rapport with the 
"Professor’ not witnessed since Janet 
Fielding’s Tcgan with Peter Davisem or 
Elisabeth Sladeit’s Samh Jane Smith with 
Tom Baker before that. With the partner- 
ship as strong as it was the writers took 
thtIc d.nd c:tpl oiled it cHch to the giood tif 
their respective- storylines. 

Remembrartce offkeDaleks puntmelled 
itK way into public alien Litinsj with the 
aninuiit of force icquErcct. DtKtor Who 
was back. Not, after all, cancelled by 
Michael Grade in iyB5. People were 
ag^iti aviraru t^f just who the Doctor was: 
Sylvester McCoy. 


Tfiehappstiess FiJirol by Graeme Ctiirry 
was perhapsv initially the moKt revered of 
the year’s offerings. It was different and 
esperimental. A completely original, 
ftcEf-conlaincd three epiMHlcs with nci in- 
trospective references to past stories fif- 
teen years old, save a few thiowaw^ay 
lines inserted by Andrew Clart-mcl. 

I Anniversary Mystery 

And what of the tofflciaT anniversary 
story, i^lver It was a busy laic 

by Kevin Clarke who, in Ihice episEiduK, 
managed to turn twenty five years of Doc- 
tor Who legend upside down and inside 
Out. He chose to champion tlie quality 
which had helped make the series so at- 
tiaclive in the l>eginnjjig. Estaclly who 
wos die Doctor? Clarke mooted that this 
being was more than Ju5t a Time Lord and 
suggested everything was a long way 
from what it seemed. Tliere was myste-ry 
again and the programme was much bet- 
ter for it. 

If this and life Happiness Patrol did 
liave problems it was llmt both were ab 
most the half-hutchered results of over- 
long scripts resulting in too much 


recorded material. Both plots and stnic- 
ture took a knocking - at no time did them 
see ITS to be cliance lo slow down, think, 
linger. Indulge or appreciate. 

Hie Greatest Shaw in ihe Galaxy was 
originally due to bo second ucid indeed 
was lecoided after Remembrance. The 
Olympics had, nnesEpcctcclly, delayed ihc 
w1k>Ic season, until October and, lo keep 
Sili^er Hemesis"^ first episode in line with 
the programme's annivcrsaiy, a KptiL cf 
juggling with Lhc story order was re- 
quired. Wyatt’s circus stoiy, as a result, 
was the one to spill over into the 19S3 
New Year schedule and achieved the 
highest viewer rating of the season. 

Problems during prod net ion - the 
TcIcvisiLiD Centre sLudios were token out 
of service while asbestos was removed - 
had the very fortunate effdut of enhancing 
it n[} end. Recorded ita a teal marquee, the 
atmosphere was genuine. Interiors didn’t 
look and sound like studio interiors and it 
prcived a valuiihle lest. Doctor Wlto 
works better on location and to this end 
two full stories of the forthcoming Season 
Twenty-si ?t were recorded completely on 
location. 

Again, no past references, a splendid 
ciLSt ami stime cjf the mmt impresiEve 
visuals you’re ever likely to see, Alan 
Wanting impressed all under diffieull uir- 
cuiuslances and lias liandled six episodes 
of the next series as a rev/md. ITie clowns 
were nothing short of spooky and the bar- 
ren |{H:ati{.j-ns (jiTmhined with die harsh, 
bright and eolouiful circus elements 
never failed to please. Wyatt’s character 
were likewise cotoutful and varied, each 
with incredible depth and sparkling 
dialogue. He even found room to parody 
Diiehir Who fans IhemHelves in the tonTJ 
of the fawning, bespectacled youth Wldz- 
zkid. Full marks for charaetcrisa lion but 
penalty points for plot. After three 
suspenseful episodes a final and fburtJi 
tailed to tie up all the loose ends and left 
majo r q ues li 0 ns unans weted . 

Sophie Aldred In 7770 Curse of Fenrfc 
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I Looking Forward 

The seasHm had finislied on a Ugh. Doc- 
tor Who was judgod to be popular again. 
Season IVenty-Six is on Els way - the 
exact same team at the (op pioniotLng 
nK>n; tif whiii had been the year before. It 
opens in September with a ml- 

tling adventure; story which pays homage 
lo tlie UNIT episodes of the early 1^70 
This second script from Ben AartJtiovilch 
fcatiircK the return of Brigadier 
Lethbridge-Stewart, called out of rotine- 
mem to tight the powers of Darkness and 
Soreery from another age. Despite liaving 
a few similarities lo the iy72 classic 
Dicmofis, it protnises enough dramatic 
scenes to tcep even the most sceptical 
glued to thejracreens. 

Story number two tabes place entirely 
wlthlntbcconfincsiifahaunted Victorian 
house where something nasty lurks in the 
cellar. Called Ghost Light it is njmoured 
to be a cross bclwmcn Sappltlrc and Steel 
and a Hammer Horror film. It lasts three 
episodes and was lecordctl in ihc siudlo. 
Next will be Tha Cur-sc of FeariCf a hot- 
jor Rtoty which iniroduces a new race of 
monsters culled The Haemovores. Set on 
the Yorkshire txiast during the Second 
World War, Ferarfc is another action Story 
Involving the armed forces. Final ly^ Sur- 
vival will ii]mt Lhe season with a long- 
a waited rc-rnatch between Itie Doctor and 
his old foe iLe Master. Introducing Ace's 
g9ng from her native Peri vale, itus story 
w il I also vis it an alien planet populated by 
feline creatures with unusual powers. 

A Twenty-Seventh sertes of Doctor 
Who has been proposed but not yet con- 
finiied. Sylvester McCoy has promised to 
stay on if It happens, as has Sophie 
A Id red. The prograiuiiie contitmcs to 
make news wherever it records and i tn fu- 
ture looks genuinely rosy. W'hile the 
KcricH ia unlikely to reach its golden an- 
niversary, a sense of quail (y and opHmi sm 
huH, for the najmeiiL, returned .

Episiodes" novelisatioii, 
with the recent release of Wally K Dal y's 
Tinlelevisecl story J7w UldTjuit^. EviL ThiR 
was pan of the 'lost' 23r(3 Season, c-ait- 
ceJled in 1985: bnt how sorely aliould it 
be missed? Not (oo inocli, judging from 
the book. 

The Ultimate Evil Bccrrvs tn he wilhir 
everybody, even on a planet wliere peace 
has endured for fifty years. Now its twin 
c^>nliT]cnls ^>f TmnLjuela and Amelieta are 
lornieiited tty |)erjQ<l[c waves of hatred, 
each blaming the other. 'Die ‘unsavoury' 
tlwarf Mtirnlanl is playing gamcH wi Ihoul 
fronlieis to provoke a war for commercial 
ends, but only one traitor on the piaiKt 
knows this. No ph/es for guessing who 
aifEves t>y chance... 

Unlike the season’s inicnded opener, 
The Fair^ Daly’s story has 

neither pre determined setting (Black- 
pool) nor eyjiLing (Michael G{TLigh'\ 
Toyinaker). More than any previou.'i Tar- 
get noveliscr, Daly is free to convey his 
story as he alone envisaged it. Sadly, the 
protnises of the title and doom-laden 
opening are not kept. Description is soon 

down loaminimuTTi, the word ct^unt being 
reached thro ugh much Biipt;Triu{>us 
pniaphrosiiig of cliaiacleis’ tliouglits and 
reac.tions. For example, Mordant is fleet- 
ingly described as lltree-eyed and ihiee- 
Qttgcred, but it becomes impossible not to 
think [>f him ns a sumognte Sik the best 
creation tif the Si:rLh Doctor's era. 

Granted, he is much more childish - the 
Doctor eventually reprimanding him like 
a TTiiscbievi’nis pupil - while his 
vocabulary is thus more petulant and less 
mertaeing. Long-term viewers may rtx<iil 
Th^ E^rat^. PlaitFEn Ciipljiin (including 
uiioftltodox parrot) or even Linx - The 
Time Warrior ■ sttnlng up the black and 
red ants, as the Ih ird Din; l[?r LTl»icrved. E uL 
the parollels with Sil's dribbling 
entrepreiieur ate too vivid to be eclipsed 
by Daly's writing. 

Si I and Mordant both appeared in 
scripts comnilssioiicd and edited by Eric 
Saward, and many of the weaknesses of 
his infl Lienee aru evident heie: prulcaie.1(Xl 
TAEDIS scenes, king delays Itefore the 
Doc tor meets anyone, and poor use of the 
companion. Peri is soon separated from 
the Duclor - vi^ho never seems to consider 


her fate - imprisoned, tis«l as a passive 
|[)ve interest, and eo[i.stQitlly seeks ex- 
planations. It's all very tedious. 

Meanw'hile the Doctor, as in hi-s eurrent 
icicaniaiion, seems to have excessive 
precognition, kiuiwiitg not only Mordant 
from a previous encounter, but aiso Rav- 
los, the most eio(]nent Tranqtician. 

Fortunately not every tiling is mn-of- 
thc-mill; Daly attempts to deal with real 
emotions - love, hate^ fear - in an in 
geniotis way.

Tl iKnT long l>efore the auLomnled 
weapons system starts attacking The 
Enterprise, and CJeordl is forced to take 
the ship out of orbit. Some rather stjlkd 
dialogue follows. "To make matters 
worse, Chief lingiacer Logan is on his 
way 10 die bridge, and he*s not paying a 
courtesy call...^' records Geordi, into lire 
Ship 'Slog! (Incidentally, have you noticed 
that all Star Elect cngjrecra scum to have 
Scottish names?). Some nice visual effects 
follow', including another use of the emer- 
gency saucer separation sequence first 
URCtJ in Encounierai Farixsini. 

Once Picard realises that the weaponry 
IS in fact part of an advanced product 
demonstration, one wliich also destroyed 
the planet's indigenous population, he 
soon works out a way to halt the allackK, 
As soon as he does so, the device attack- 
ing the Away Team vanishes immediate- 
ly, hut for some reason the one in orbit 
doesn't - another somewhat contrived 
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Livt;^ hihI the inLidEinlal musii; gtiriils with 
at! thft rrtftlfiidic quality fif a maty dustcart 
- but the effect is really quite stunning and 
intensely dmmatic.

|And Other Nasties... 

The late Ri>berl Hohnes is highly 
respected by fans of the series as a writer 
ot many of their favourite stories and the 
script editor of, arguably, the most suc- 
cefh^rul period hi Doctor Who’s history. 
It’s rather fitting, then, that iwo of his 
Ktories aoeompanied The DaLcks Iflpea, 
making this batch of releases look rather 
speeiai- My natuial eynieisfrnj however, 
leads me tti believe this wjih entirely eo- 
inci dental. 

The Time Warrior is a notable 
curiosity piece. Its slrongesL elemenlt are 
Elixalielh Sladeji making her debut as 
Sarah Jane Sitiith (llie best Doctor Who 
companion) and Kevin Undsay giving a 
ehilling perfermance as the naaty little 
Sontatan, Lynx. Jon Pettwee^s Doctor 
looks a little lonely withotit Jo Grant, but 
there are a few nice touches of ec- 
eentrieity eicepnng into liis characterisa- 
tion, especially when he’s preparing 
home-made castle defences and telling 
Samh about the Time Lords. 

Holmes’s script is rich with good 
Character disguises for plot cyphers, the 
most en^ging among them being shori- 
sightud PnifusMir Ruheiab and the con- 
stantly bellowing Irongron.

Elizabeth Sladen (as Sarah-Jauc again)

At the centre of it all is rialrr.es \s ruth- 
less reworking of John LucaraUi’s 
original script.

Director Rodney Bennett turns the limita- 
tions of a studio-bountl slory to his ad- 
vantage, with some effective close-up 
camera wiirk; whilst Dudley Simpson's 
seventies synthesizer symphonies con- 
jure up Ihc icy wa-xies of Space superbly. 

It’s a pity that (as with The Time War- 
rior) tlie episodes of Ark in Space have 
been welded together, since the skiry, 
with all Its recaps and plot reminders, was 
so evidently written with the episodic for- 
mat in mind. Still, the naiTalive is left 
completely in tact, and the editing is per- 
fectly satisfactory (even though there jj 
the merest hint of episode two\ chHiing 
theme crashing ir on the mixed shot of 
Noairs face and the Wirm he has be- 
come). At last, a wider audience than 
those Super Chiiniiel siibscr.ihcrs can 
enjoy this compelling piece of television.

Therein a character 
TcfciTcd til as the DE>cl[Tir, a police hox 
everyone calls the TARDIS... thene^s 
even a ’t'ag^icly recognisable theme tunc: 
but you’re in a different era. The styles 
and com'enlions of television prodnc tlon 
liavc cltaiigcd almost beyond belief, 

111 many ways, it’s more akin to watch- 
ing a the^itre production than (he fast cut- 
ting, paeey, fiashy pr[.>grainme we’re used 
to these days . For one thing, tlie scenes are 
longer, largely because there was a lack 
of time and technique for post production 
editing. Although the fuel that epiKtide 4 
was transmitted on film iioes suggest this 
Hegmenl underwent sernne tririming (film 
editing having been long perfec ted, as op- 
posed te the barbaric physical slicing of 
1w{>-tnch video tape), the storyline un- 
folds at a rather stalely pace. 

What emerges Is something which is 
panic ularly fascinating for us to watch

Tii sliE^rt^ 
tliere’s been sonic action. It may not have 
had Keff McKulloch^R drum mac bines 
and sampler keyboards pounding through 
or even laser beams aiui pyroteehnius 
whooshing In every ctireution; but the 
Daieks were na.silily hnpressivet and 
Tristram Cary's music groaned and 
thudded splendidly. No I only rnight the 
technieat ejew and actors need something 
a 111 lie less vexJng to dent with ir a con- 
Li n ui>ij.s rueotdE ng .si lualio n, but tliere may 
even be (he odd viewer who missed the 
last c pis wlc, or has had such a busy week 
that they’ve forgotten the plot.

TTie Ktxnc in question works, because ii 
fuinis all these ]ie<juin:Tnen.ts whilst dolnj; 
more than just telling us the story. The ar- 
gument the charaLiturs have is a complex 
one, and Terry Nation i\i;arcft]l not to take 
the easy way out. Barbara Wright’s over- 
I'idiiig tJont:crn is for their personal safety, 
she feels they have to [cave the planet at 
all and she even magnifies die Uirual 
oftlie Daleks (tK>thm the minds of her fel- 
low characteis ami the 3 mile nee) by 
Sjx;t;ulating that they might trundle out of 
their ineial city Ui tics troy them. Susan 
pipes up to remljid us of the Dalels’ 
reliance on metallic floors forloconiotion, 
but Surhara points out (again for the 
audience os much hs for Ian and Susan) 
the technological superiority of the 
Dnleks, simply by asserting, "You know 
they'll find a way!”. The course of action 
seems clear, they niust get the Thais to 
tight for them, so that the TARDIS's vlial 
fluitl link can be retrieved from the 
Daleks. Quite reuMinahiy, Ian Chesterton 
will not ask the Hials to charge inks un- 


armed combat with a city fill! of metal- 
plated killing naachines. 

Of course, wc all know that they resolve 
the argument In favour 0 f pRiecctting wi th 
an aelioD-advcnture plot (since it 
wo uldn T be m la^h fiin for us I f they stayed 
marooned on -Skaro, peaecfully awaiting 
dcfitn]c:ion or starvation), but Terry 
Nation's highlighting of the moral dilem- 
mas gives the plot a firmer [Jiotivation. Tt 
is eleai why the Tlials change Iheir at- 
titudes, and it ik certainly not because of 
the ruthlessly arrogant Doctor'fi view: 
"We have a ready made army here,., with 
me to lead tliein, the Thais are bound to 
succeed”, 'J’his scene w'as bo.Mi of techni- 
cal and scripting requirements, but what ii 
lacks ![i ciaiuomy, it makes up for In Its 
character richness and realiKm. We feel 
wc are seeing real people with differiing 
points of view, engaged in the kind of ar- 
guTiienl we might have; there’s even time 
£ 6 r lau to make a friendly tpiip about the 
Doctor’s tendency to get Ins name wnmg. 

The strength of this scene is repre- 
sentative of the quail Li CM prune nt in the rest 


of the script. Adding itj this, is the fact that 
the continuous recording method gives 
the aulrjis more oonEiol over the energy 
level and dramatic quality iif Ihc aocncs. 
They have certainly reheorsed with a 
dijeclor (in this ease two directors), 
moulding their interpretations to his 
vision of the story, and they have stag- 
gered tiieir way thmugh camera rehears- 
als aimed at mlnimisingDalek collisit^ns - 
but r/i^y are in control onc« the tape siarLs 
rolling. Tile cameras are following the 
actors’ movements, repositioning and 
refocusing lo aeeommtKlalc performers 
who, in the studio heat of the Tnnment, 
have wandered a lew inches from their 
tuhuaoicd pcksitions. Camera wobbles and 
the odd cuL to a huKtily focusing shot are 
testament to this.

W HO could have pi:e4icied 
Ihatonc of the most popular 
diaiaclcra [iileleviaion his- 
lOTy would be a green - 
E^liHHkd alien with pcnnEcd car^, funny 
eyebrows and repreaaed enintions? 
Likewise, who would not be brave 
unLiugh Ui lay txlds ttijit a super-intelligent 
android with pseudo-eino lions could 
cvenLLiHlIy rival the Vulcan Spock in 
popularity? Tlie character of Data in Star 
'rrekf liie Next Ceneratioii hos taken 
ihc American fans by storm, while adult 
scripts ensure he is treated properly. 

Data is certainly a point oC Ibcus for 
many of ttie Next C^eneriitiun uplHtHles, 
can’t think of any other charactfir who 
has TTiore to do than myself, with the ex- 
ception of the Captam,” nnlcK Brent 
Kpiner, the man who plays the uiacliiiie. 

Winning the ii&ic presented him with his 
first long-running television pan and a 
chance for iDternationot recog niiioci, “T 
had seen Star d rek belbre and felt that it 
would lie a nice ji>b.

'T see DEi ta eis bc^ing on the 
Operations sid.e - lie can handle every- 
thing, from security to tlyJng the ship. 
This is because he can retain so much, iu- 
fbrmatjon” 

"■Fd say that Deanna Troi (played by 
Marina Sirtis) is more like Spock. Marina 
tells everyone it’s me, and T lull everyone 
it’s her. Neither of us want the onus nf 
that! She is actually half human, half 
alien, whereas Data is a machine, Spock 
was not a [Tsaehirie.” 

Data’s background is revealed in the ex- 


cellent first sea.son story Daiahrti. It 
gives Brent Spiner the chance to play two 
rblcs as wc meet DatEr’s android twin 
Lore. ‘'Data was cieated lo look after die 
people on a planet surviving a holocaust, 
lie has been programmed with all of their 
memories, and has asensiiivity for emo- 
tion. It is not real emotion he possesses - 
just an understanding for it on a certain 
level. He was prograanuied for tilings like 
wonder, and wonder often leads to emo- 
tion on its own.” 

With Star Trek: 'flie Next Generation 
preparing tor its third season in America, 
it would Hppear ihat Ibe series has been 
welcomed by the audience. Tire cast of the 
original Star UTek have been com- 
pEimonlary, and rnuny have visited the set 
at Paramount Studios, Breiu Spijier even 
had the chance to play opposite DcForost 
Kelley U.S Admiral MeQiy in the opening 
episode, Encounter at Farpoim.

Wntisper- 
Iti^ Commander Koenig and Doctor Rus- 
scEl fall in lijvc without a smile or a wink, 
everyone is tcrri'hjy formal and there isn’l 

a joke in si^t. It was Fted Freiberger's 
intention^ upon taking over frond Sylvia 
Anderson for the second ye£lr^ to add 
humour and waimtb to the show. Com- 
mandcr Koenig becomes 'John' to 
everyone, Tony Verdeshi joins and 
amuses all with his beer- making and 
Maya is there to prt>vide the ending 
punchiine by transforming into some- 
thing weirdand wonderful. This other ex- 
treme proved equally as unpopularj and 
Fnciherger ended up killing off Spuee 
1999 as he had Stni- Trek years before. 
In Britain the series was ultimately the 
vicliuj of pH>r scheduling.
